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DEMAND FOR PATENT TERM ADJUSTMENT 

Applicant notes that the present application was originally filed April 1 0, 2001 , and that 
Examiner mailed a Restriction Requirement on 9/1 8/02 . Applicant has separately responded 
to Examiner's Restriction Requirement. Applicant notes that nearly eighteen (1 8) months have 
passed since original filing of the application without any prosecution on the merits. 

As a result, prosecution on the present application, has been clearly delayed solely 
due to the U.S.P.T.O. Applicant now demands that additional time be reserved for and 
provided to Applicant upon issuance of this application. Applicant further notes that the 
received restriction requirement is not an action on the merits and in any cases was received 
well after the fourteen (14) month response requirement of 35 U.S.C. §154. 

As such, Applicant was not provided "at least one [of the] notification [s] under section 
1 32 of this title [...] not later than 1 4 months after (I) the date on which the application was filed 
[...]" per §154(A). To date, Applicant remains without such "notification". Therefore, has 
resulted and remains - this delay is equal to the difference between fourteen (1 4) months after 
the number of days of the Applicant's filing date and the date of which a first Action on the 
merits will be mailed. 
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As such, Applicant demands that such time be reserved for and provided to Applicant 
upon issuance of this application, and that upon issuance, such cumulative time be restored 
in full in an amount equal to at least said period of delav
